Subject being transferred to CCH for bleeding on the brain, 
at 2040hrs read Miranda to subject, observed swelling and laceration on left cheek. Met at CCH by D/C Bay, Capt O'shea, COPA Fleury #62,Morley#41 and Beckneck#9 at 2100 hrs. Dr Saclarides verified bleeding on the brain. At 
1930 hrs R/Lt went to scene and walked into gangway and around house. R/Lt observed the gate to be unstable and secured with a large chain, ET ordered for photos of gate, and injury to DeYoung. D/C and COPA relocated to 006 to 
view BWC of Zamojska#8309, Garbacz#17624 and DeYoung#17199 OEMC radio transmission recording ordered. After reviewing the BWC, the case report, and arrest rport, R/Lt believes that the members actions were reasonable 
and necessary to arrest an active resistor who was using movement to avoid physical control.
